The killing was the result of a feud be- 
tween Colson and Scott, which grew, up 


between thc.m while in the army last year. 
Demaree and Golden were bystanders and 
livcro shot by accident. It develops that 
Colson 'was shot in the arm but not ser- 
iously hurt. After the shouting he run, 
to the residence of Chief of Police Wil- 
liams, near by and gave 
himself 
up. 


Later warrants, were sworn out by Clint 
Fogg, who witnessed the killing. Fogg 
Bays Colson shot first. 


The killing occurred in the lobby of 


the, Capitol hotel, which . was 
densely 


packed with people, bore attending the 
trial of the contests before T-hc legislature. 
There was K> much excitement that "no- 
body seems to know who fired, the first 
•hot or Imw many wore engaged when 
the- buttle became general. 


In addition to Scot-t and Demaree who

'or probate and certain real estate, the 
bulk of which was bequeathed to his 
daughter,'Mrs. Larson, $100 to his son, 
Andrew, and the-balance to Charlotte, 
he other daughter. 


Andrew -A., and Charlotte Opdale ob- 


jected to the will and commenced a con- 
test alleging that at the time of the exe- 
cution thereof the testator was of un- 
lound mind, not possessed^ of teitanien- 
tary capacity, and did not comprehend 
;he real situation in irhich he stood to 


'relatives and property mentioned in 


the alleged will and to various person 
who might be objects of his boL'nt-r, that 
the instrument was not executed accord- 
ing to law, and that the execution there- 
tt was procured by improper and undue 
influence. Cooper, Simmons, Nelson & 
Walker appeared for. the proponents and 
Wallace Ingalls for the contestants. ' -- 


The evidence showed that the instru- 


ment was executed with all the formali- 
ties req»ii*6U.b:y law for the execution of

issue in the care was one of testame.ntary 
capacity, it being alleged in tliis connec- 
tion that the testator entertained insane

The counsel for the proponents con- 


tenjied that the only issue was that- 01 
insane delusion, and that the proof of- 
fered by contestants going generally to 
the. query whether the alleged tcstitcr 
was of so"und rnrnd was incompetent, of 
the issue. 
• Tho evidence offered' by . contestants 
,vas 'briefly' to the effect that Mr. Op- 
dalo become greatly changed soon after 
his wife's, dea-th,-.the change'*.decreasing 
in degree continually and up to the time 
of his 'death;, that he acted- strangely; 
complained of his head and'xlidn't know 
what was'tho matter with it;'made a 
great 
noise, clapping hands, 
stamping 


feet 
and hollering, continuing two 
or 


three hours during the night, in August, 
1807. and he believed his daughter would 
poison him and tliat the son and daugh- 
ter would rob him; ran around in his 
yard with his hand to his head; WHS ir- 
rational and disconnected at times in his 
conversation; when'talking would store, 
and many other things. - . 


The proponents showed that Mr. Op- 


dale was a fault-finding man, always 
looking on the dark side of life, a very 
peculiar and eccentric man; talked of 
his affairs and his' troubles, and other 
things, but was competent to ma-kc the 
will. 


- Judge Beiden in his decision, reviews 
the cose at great length, and it is a vfiry 
complete and perfect opinion. In conclu- 


hc savs: "My conclusion is that 


Andrew A. Opdale was competent to ex- 
ecute this will at the time it bears date. 
That he was subject to no unlawful in- 
fluence or insane delusions in its execu- 
tion. That it was executed in conform- 
ity with law and that it may be ad- 
mitted to probate ns and for his last will 
and testament."

Abuse 01 the war office always 
existed and now it is only a fc\v degrees 
more bitter thai it was before. 


What chieflly marks tlie passing of the 


British from tlie period of passive discon- 
tent to the most severe faultfinding is 
the outspoken abuse of thair generals in 
the field. There aro unpleasant stories 
:of fierce sen-ice, jealousies and in short 
nil the army's bhort comings which have 
heretofore been secretly whispered in the 
clubs, are this week'.finding a place in 
print, and not in disreputable journals, 
but in organs that a month ago fiercely 
denounced 
such 
tales as unpatriotic, 


whether they were ti-uu or otherwise. 


It is now well known that Bullcr des- 


pises 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts and 


hates Gen. Lord Kitchener; that Lord 
Wolscley, 
comniander-in-chief, 
shares 


Buller's feelings, and. Wolscley is scarce- 
ly on sppjtking terms with (ho. secretary 
of state for war, Tx>rd Lansdowne. To 
such a. flagrant 'extent does this enmity 
go that Wolscley 'wrote to Lndy Bullcr 
that lie knew nothing about Lord Rob- 
erts' appointment .to command the Brit- 
ish troops in South Africa, and that, ho 
disapproved of it,

the enormous obstacles

Tho resignation was a surprise to the 


board. It was apparent that 
Chief 


Johnson had become conversant with the 
contemplated action of the commission- 
ers and decided to save them the trouble 
of removing him and appointing a suc- 
cps^or at this time.

There is no impairment of the obliga- 
tion of the man who owes an obligation 
and who is willing to pay his debt hon- 
estly out of the fruits of his toil. 
But 


as laws have progressed, in the aspira- 
tion of their makers toward justice, 
there has been a perceptible disposition 
among those who formulate statutes to 
relieve the unfortunate 
from persecu- 


tion, while et-eadily protecting the just 
claims of their creditors. There is noth- 
ing in the new bankruptcy law to en- 
able the debtor to evade the satisfaction 
of a judgment. But it docs afford an 
avenue of escape 
from the inquisition 


of supplementary proceedings. It may 
seem doubtful whether 
the ordeal of 


proclaiming one's self a bankrupt can 
be less painful tlian the necessity of en- 
during the examination of a lawyer 
possessed of 
neither 
conscience 
nor 


mercy, who has been able to 
demand 


that his unlucky victim state the valua 
of the shirt on his back, the shoes on 
his feet, and the precise sum of money 
he expended every day for delicacies, 
in season and out of season, eatable ani 
drinkable, and how much a year it cost 
Iiim for. other luxuries. When a citizen 
declares to the community that he is a 
bankrupt he places 
his belongings at 


the disposition of the state for the sat- 
isfaction, if it be but partial, of those 
whom he owes. That U a public acmis- 
sion of incompetency that should lx> a 
punishment severe enough to discourage 
fraud and to punish dishonesty. 


This will be welcomed by honorable 


members of the bar as an adequate sub- 
stitution for the old method 
of legal 


blackmail—for that is not an unfair 
term to apply to supplementary ..pro- 
ceedings. : That is a 
process,, entirely 


justifiable when applied , to any person 
seeking to evade just dues, but it is a 
process that lent itself also to persecu- 
tion and extortion. 


The honest man 
contracts no debts 


Hint he cannot pay. 
There is no refuge 


in the new bankruptcy law for the di»- 
horcst debtor. He must foot his bill, 
even though relieved of an inquisition 
that has been a source of oueationabla 
revenue to some lawyers without con- 
science. The bankruptcy law 
merely 


extends an avenue of square adjustment 
of assets and liabilities to those who 
have met reverses without violating iheit 
honor.

The others will. This is expained by -the 
fact that in the cheaper grade? the shell 
is ground up and used as a. 'filler." The 
lighter the chocolate tho better the 
gnide. The cheaper grades are dark, 
owiuj; .to the ground up shell. It is a 
queer tiling about chocolate consumption. 
There aj'e chocolate fiends, just ns there 
are opium fiends, tobacco slaves and li- 
quor slaves. 
Jt cannot tell you why it is, 


but if people begin to eat chocolate tho 
iiabit grows upon them. I don't think 
any amount of chocolate hurts any per- 
son. 
Of course tho cheaper' grades of 


chocolate have a large percentage of su- 
gar in them, and sugar is to a curtain ex- 
tent injurious, but for the chocolate itself 
I don't think any one eats enough to 
hurt liim materially.

Whferever the'planter has chosen his 


trees; with intelligence nnd so succeed- 
ed In producing a useful plantation, 
there has been the real spirit of for- 
estry. 


In the spruce lands of the northeast, 


for example, many lumbermen have 
come to see that by leaving tbe small 
trees standing they .can return for a 
second crop earlier than would other- 
wise be posslfcle and that this plan 
pays. In many cases they are leaving 
the spruce which measures less than 
10 inches in diameter and in others 
that which measures less than 12 
inches, because tbe trees under these 
sizes can be harvested with greater 
profit if they are left a few years to 
gain a larger growth. 
Similar' work 


has been dono In other sections of the 
United States, as, for instance, in the 
southern pine belt, where repeated 
crops of long leaf pine have been cut 
from the same tract 


By far tbe greater amount of such 


work has, however, been done by 
farmers and other owners of small 
tracts of woodland. Very many farm- 
ers have made a practice of thinning 
their wood lots with care, first remov- 
ing the d^ad, dying or unpromising 
trees and then letting the remainder 
stand in order to utilize tbe growth of 
the trees and to obtain' continually 
from the wood lot firewood and other 
material for tlie farm and occasionally 
a crop of larger trees fer the market 
Other farmers, again, devote a number 
of acres to the production of hard 
wood sprouts for.fuel. They cut over 
the land every 25 or 30 years and cal- 
culate that from one-half to one cord, 
of wood is produced annually by this 
system of. forestry. 


Tree planting on waste places on 


the farm is yet another kind of forest- 
ry which has. been practiced. Work of 
this character is now widespread,'and, 
much' of' it 'has been accomplished. In ( 
New England'there are numerous In- 
'stance*; of 'planting white pine; on 
'v/aste places 'with excellent 'results, 
-and 
in Massachusetts the planting of 


larch has proved highly satisfactory. 
Many farmers have found it profitable 
to plant locust and red'cedar for fence 
posts, and in more than one case the 
cultivation 
of 
black 
walnut 
has 


brought large returns. In the .central 
west the .fast growing catalpa and the 
allanthus have produced remarkable 
results in short periods in the hands of 
private growers. 


A distinct branch of tree planting Is 


practiced in the treeless states of the 
west. There, in addition to the uses to 
which their wood Is put, trees, have 
proved of great value in tho form of 
windbreaks. 
In these cases the best 


results have generally been obtained 
from the osage orange, catalpa, maple, 
elm, box elder, Norway spruce, Scotch 
pine and others, according to differing 
local conditions.

The fall plowing fitted with as 
little work as the spring; plowing and 
waa freer.-from'.grass and weeds. While 
we could see no particular difference in 
the growth of the. corn on the differ- 
ent parts we Imagined the, fall plow- 
ing was the best In fact, I think it 
was the best on the fall plowed part 
all through the early part of the sea- 
son, but when catting time came we 
could see no difference.. .The fall plow- 
ing 'was more easily tended and clean- 
er from weeds all through the summer. 


The ground' Is so full of humus from 


the heavy crops of clover plowed un- 
der that it did hot puddle or get hard 
from the action of spring rains, but 
kept loose and mellow and worked up 
very nicely. 
Had tie ground been 


void of humus and had it puddled and 
run together it would have been a big 
job to get it fitted in good shape for 
planting. 
Under suc.ti conditions, it 


would be best not. TO fall plow, but 
when the ground is of nuch a nature as 
not to get hard before fitting time 
comes then I think there is time saved 


" and just as good corn raised from fall 
plowing. 
But deliver me from fall 


plowing where the ground Is clay and 
will run together as smooth as a floor. 
It will take as touch time and hard 
work to fit It for planting as to plow 
and fit In the spring. Under proper 
conditions fall plowing saves time.and 
horseflesh, .and, every farmer should 
know thosd conditions before he plows. 


There was a time when our farm 


would not admit of fall plowing from 
the fact- that the hnmus was out of 
the Bpil, and it would be almost Impos- 
sible'to fit it for a crop. .We.used to 
plow in. the fall for oats, but in the 
spring, the clay parts-of the field got so 
hard and dry before other parts could 
be wbrke'd that It was next to impos- 
sible'to'get the'soil'there worked up 
enough to cover the oats. But a great 
change has come over our - little tarm, 
and now we can<safcly fall plow. What 
'has made thls-cbange? Why, the-tons 
and tons of .clover we have plowed un- 
der in the past few years, and we are 
not through yet, I hope we have only 
begun. We don't cut any more clover 
than we want for our use and cut it 
from the better part of the field and let 
the clover go back on the poorer por- 
tions. 
We can plainly see the good 


effects from this method. This is why 
we can fall plow, says I. N. Cowdrcy 
of Michigan in Ohio Farmer. 


Keep Seed Potatoes In Cold S«or«scc. 


A few years ago there was some 


excitement over what was known as 
second crop potatoes for seed. These 
potatoes were merely some that had 
been planted after the other crop was 
dug, but as. the planting was general- 
ly done as far south as t'he Ohio river 
the second crop matured sufficiently to 
make first class seed, but did not ripen 
enough to give a seed past Its prime 
at planting time in the spring. 


Students of such questions now be- 


lieve that there was no viitxic at all in 
the second' crop idea. -It was merely

spraying them with whitewash has 
been pronounced by some authorities, 
on account of Its cheapness and bene- 
ficial effect, the most promising meth- 
od of winder protection. At the Mis- 
souri station whitened buda remain 
practically dormant uiitil April, when 
•unprotected buds swell 
perceptibly 


during warm days late in February 
and early In March. Whitened buds 
blossom three to six days 'later than 
unprotected buds. Eighty per cent' of 
whitened buds passed the winter safe- 
ly, when only 20 per cent of uuwhifcn- 
ed buds passed the worst winters un- 
harmed. The first spraying is best giv- 
en prior to the . usual Thanksgiving 
cold snap. '

WHOLESALE AGRtCULTURE.

Columbia F*m. 


Farming-in British Columbia, as in 


our own great west, is a wholesale 
business, and to show how different it 
Is from the operations In older sections 
Rural New lorker publishes the fol- 
lowing letter.from a subscriber: 


,We work about 500 acres of land-that 


Is not surpassed in fertility, .pleasure of 
working and convenient sltnatton by 
any land I have seen. To enable ns to 
have -wort during the whole senaon we 
fceep about 30 cows and 6*11 the milk in 
the town. This, as most people well 
know, gives plenty of work the year 
around. We summer fallow about 100 
acres each year, on which we pot our 
manure direct from the atables every, 
day but Sunday. This summer fallow 
famishes the pasture for 'our cows, as 
all our land Is cultivated. We plow, 
summer fallow early and turn, after 
which we sow to wheat for pasture. 
This supplies the cows until the corn ifl 
ready or the frost kills the young 
plants. We Inclose the fallow trtth a 
wire fence, which is removed to anoth- 
er portion the f ollowln? year. Our last 
year's summer fallow gave us 25 bush- 
els per acre of No. 1 hard wheat, an3 
18 acres on which) ve grew corn las* 
year gave us 30 bushels per acre thla 
season. The remainder of the wheal 
crop only averaged 17 bushels, and wd 
should be glad to be able to use mord 
corn. 
The ordinary terming is by plowing 


in'fall. We have six teams at work 
turning the stubble under. In early; 
spring we harrow and sow VA buahela 
wheat with press drill, after vrhlchi 
we cross harrow and go over twica 
with weeders. We cut with, binders, 
using three; thrash from the stook ad 
soon as dry enough. Wheat goes <3Ii 
rect to elevator (half mile distant)- 
from thrashing machine. The strav* 
is piled up with a cyclone stacker oa 
the thrasher, and the portion not re< 
quired for stock is burned'as soon 
as: the machine pulls away froin -thd 
stacK' The thrasher furnishes all help, 
boards 'men and gives us the grain id 
bags, charging G% cents per bushel. 


This finishes the season, and we be* 


gin to plow again for another year« 
We mostly work four horse teams, bu* 
find three a convenient team. We usa 
handy wagons, potato diggers and 
scufllers and work our teams from f 
until G, with one hour noon, when we 
are busy seeding or harvesting, but 
from 8 until 5 at jobs like summer fal-. 
lowing, and the men who milk quit a* 
G always, put their teams away and 
milk until C or until finished. 


Winter Treatment of Vo-attf Clover. 


In the winter treatment of newly 


sown clover land we find no exception 
to the general rule that where nature 
has failed to provide proper conditions 
for protection little can be -done bjr 
feeble man. 
When, we once have a 


growth of plant sufficient to form a1 


mulch for winter protection, there is 
little to be done for its winter care ex- 
cept to prevent it from being tramped 
over £^s much as possible either by, 
man or beast, regardless of the depth! 
of either mud or snow. To closely, 
pack snow on clover plants .in winter; 
is as fatal to their life as to treat them 
to a scorching lire In June. If any per- 
son feels inclined to question this state- 
ment let htm drive through a cloveC 
field this winter two or three timea 
•svhcn there is a. good depth of damn 
snow on the ground, or If ho desires 
greater emphasis of the experiment ha 
can have it .by permitting the trailing 
public to throw down his fences an<i 
use his clover field for a public high- 
way rather than to break through' tha 
drifts in the highway provided by law, 
My own experience in this line has 
been such in the past'that it needs n« 
repetition to keep tbe destrucUon fresl^ 
in a>y memory. With such a winter aa. 
that of 1S9S-9 there Is. little that can 
be done In U»e way of artificial treat-« 
mcnt to save a clover field from total 
destruction. A year ago I had a cloven 
field of 60 acres, much of it standing 
a solid mat a foot.hlgh with no stocK 
permitted in it, and" yet not one stalte 
in a thousand survived the rigors of) 
our destructive winter. 
But in any) 


ordinary -winter the- best treatmenS 
that I have ever found for newly sowrt 
clover land is that of a severe lonelh 
ness until the ground Is well settled] 
in the spring.—Prairie Farmer.

If lacking in stores, they should M 


fed good granulated sugar, one cup and 
a half of sugar to one cup of hot watefi 
making a sirup of the- right consist* 
ency. If you have on hand some ex« 
tractcd ho'ney, add a few tablespoon' 
fuls, which will prevent Its granulat- 
ing. Bees will winter well on good1 
sugar, which Is about the only substi- 
tute that can be ueedl Unripe honey; 
or honey dew often kills- tbe bees in 
winter, as they cannot stand a long 
confinement on such food. 


If the bees are In a double Vailed 


chaff hive, nothing more Is necessaryi 
If in a hive of single thickness, an out' 
er case of some sort should be put ovei 
the hive, but In nowise close the en-<. 
trance. Bees need plenty of fresh alrj 
The hire entrance should be left open 
full width, which will also prevent the 
combe from becoming moldy. On warm 
days during winter when the thermom- 
eter registers 50 degrees or more the 
bees will fly out for a cleansing flight 
after which they wHl be able to stand 
another month of rigorous weather. 
With cellar wintering I have had nd 
experience, but the conditions neces- 
sary are to have a well ventilated cel- 
lar kept dritk, with an even tempera- 
ture of about 40 decrees, says F, G,
